WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 —President 
Ison today told a delegation from the 
National American Woman's Suffrage 
Association that he favored a standing 
Woman's suffrage _committee. in the 
House of Representatives, but he denied 
their request that he send a special mes- 
sage to Congress urging the reform. 

Marching by twos and fours, with 
banners afloat, the suffragists braved 
chill winds of a raw day to storm the 
White House offices, They’ were soon 
ushered into the President's private of- 
fice and formed in a circle about the 
President. 

Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, president of 
the association, summarized briefly their 
appeal to the President to assist the 
movement either by sending a special 
message to Congress or by including ref- 
erence to suffrage in any general mes- 
sage he might deliver, or by using his 
influence to have a special committee 
of the House appointed to consider the 
subject. 

ls Spokesman of Others. 

“I want you ladies, if possible,” said 
the President to the delegation, “if I 
can make it clear to you, to realize 

‘just what my present situation is.

Temper, Grants New Trial 


~ 


Grimm Performs “Painful and Mortifying Duty] 
of Admitting His Manner Might Have 
Prejudiced Jury. 


In a remarkable apology read from the 
bench, Judge J. Hugo Grimm, who is 
serving the last of a six-year term in 
the Circuit Court, Monday morning per- 
formed what he called the “painful and 
mortifying” duty of granting a peti- 
tion for a new trial, on the ground 
that at the hearings he permitted him- 
self to lose his temper in a manner 
which may have prejudiced the jury. 

His chief offense, he confessed, was 
ix demanding of an attorney whether 
he did not suppose a witness could add 
two simple figures, and in tossing a 


lead pencil to the witness in an impa- 


tient manner with the direction that 
he perform the sum. 

The case was a suit brought by Hous- 
ton E. Copeland against the American 
Central Insurance Co. for the payment 
of fire insurance upon the January 
homestead in Ferguson, which burned 
in May, 1908. At the first trial the com- 
pany won a verdict. At the second, 
which was heard before Judge Grimm, 
a jury awarded $6247.11 to Copeland. The 
third trial also will be heard by Judge 
Grimm, unless a chhnge of wenue is 
taken or the case is postponed until 
after the expiration of his term. 

“Should Have Avoided Impatience.” 

“Counsel has favored the Court,” read 
the magistrate, ‘“‘with exhaustive briefs 
in which a rather delicate matter, name- 
ly, the conduct of the Court itself, is dis- 
cussed with much tact and commendable 
consideration for its sensibilities. 

“The case was tried earnestly and 
zealously on both sides, the cross- 
examination of some of the plaintiff's 
witnesses being pursued to an extent 
which at times severely tested the 
Court’s patience. Inasmuch, however, 
as counsel were within their rights in 
conducting such cross-examination, the 
Court should have avoided any mani- 
festation of its impatience. 

“The Court, however, is human, and 
unfortunately expressed its disapproval 
of the lengthy and detailed cross-exam- 
‘nation of witnesses in a manner which 
may well have prejudiced the defendant 
in the eyes of thé jury. 

“It was not so much what the Court 


‘said to.counsel' in asking whether he 


supposed the witness could not add two 
simple figures, as it was the inginttea | 
manner in which the Court tossed a lead 


pencil to the witness and told him to 
add up the two figures. 

“Later on in the trial, in passing on a 
question arising from the pleadings, the 
Court made a statement to counsel for 
the defendant which, it is claimed, was 
calculated to prejudice the jury agains? 
the defendant. 

Ceurt Quickly Explained. 

“T do not believe that the defendant 
was actually prejudiced by this incident, 
for the Court, at once realizing that the 
language in which it stated its views 
might, unless explained, prejudice the 
jury, promptly explained the remark in 
a way which set the defendant’s counsel 
right before the jury. 

**However, in view of the other act of 
the Court which is complained of, it may 
be that the comment had more effect 
upon the jury than would ordinarily 
have been the case. 

“While it is painful and mortifying 
to a Judge to have to admit that in his 
anxiety and impatience to dispense the 
business of the court, he has been gul'ty 
of actions calculated to prejudice the 
jury against one of the litigants, the 
only manly thing for the Court to dy is 
to acknowledge the fault and remove 
any evil consequences which it is likely 
may have resulted therefrom, by grant- 
ing a new trial and so conducting it that 
neither party may justly complain.”’ 

The petition for a new trial com- 
plains that when George L. Edwards 
was testing the ability of a witness 41s 
an expert on figures Judge Grimm in- 
terrupted with the exclamation: 

“Don’t you think that man can add 
up two or three figures?” 


Judge's Remarks Cited. 

At another time, when Kdwards asked 
to have certain testimony re-read, the 
Judge is alleged to have demanded: 

“Do you suppose that if your mem- 
ory was so faulty that you had forgot- 
ten all the testimony, you would be en- 
titled to have it all re-read in order to 
refresh your memory?’ 

A third complaint was that while 
Mrs. Sarah Noyes waz test:fying, the 
Court refused to permit Edwards to at- 
tempt to prove certain facts by her, 
saying: 
af YOU Were permitted.to do this, 
it would be equivalent to setting a trap 


for the plaintiff.”

She Filed Application to Divorce 
Editor at Philadelphia in 
June, 1911. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 8.—Frederic 
B. Warren, former editorial director 
of the St. Louis Star, is being sued 
here for divorce by his wife, Eliza- 


beth E. Warren, who alleges deser- 
tion and cruelty. 
Suit Filed in June, 1911. 

The first hearing before a master will 
be held Dec. 29. All efforts to get serv- 
ice on Warren since the suit was filed 
in Common Pleas Court in June, 1911, 
have been in vain and now service will 
be obtained by registered mail and 
through newspaper advertisements. 

William Hobart Porter, son of Judge 
Ww.

Ferdinand Block, 
with offices in the Mint Arcade Build- 
ing, filed the suit for Mrs. Warren, but 
since has given up his law practice to 
engage in the theatrical business, and 
her case will be prosecuted by another 
firm of lawyers. 

Mrs. Warren, who is described as pret- 
ty, is living in Pittsburg. She was in 
Philadelphia last week to consult with 
her attorneys, but returned to Pittsburg 
after the confercnce. 

Warren and his wife became estranged 
early in 1904 and shortly after that sep- 
arated. Mrs. Warren went to live with 
her mother in West Philadelphia and 
Warren left the city. 

Friends of the wife were unable to ef- 
fect a reconciliation. Mrs. Warren ‘vas 
neart-broken over the separation and it 
was said that her health was impaired 
by grief. She refused to see any but her 
closest friends and relatives and re- 
mained indoors for several months. 

Warren was employed on Philadelphia 
newspapers in various capacities and 
also worked on the Pittsburg Dispatch.

For the mothers of poor - children 
share in the Christmas expectation.

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ARGHBISHOP SAYS 
POPE SHOULD HAVE 


St. Louis: Prelate Asserts Head 
of Church Could Be*Arbiter 
Among Nations. 


Archbishop Glegnon, in his’ monthly 
sermon «at the w ‘Cathedral Chap! 
Sunday, made an argument in favor of 
restoration of the Pope’s temporal power 
in Rome. He said the Pope, reigning 
supreme and independent in the realm 
of spiritual matters, wauld become an 
arbiter among the nations, and he cona- 
trasted the power which might thus be 
exercised -with that of The Hague 
tribunal, to which the nations some- 
times appeal and’ sometimes do not ap- 
peal 


The Archbishop ridiculed the sugges- 
tion that the Pope, “with an army 
smaller than that of the Governor of 
the Island of Guam," could have any 
design against the sovereignty or the 
independence of, any nation, particularly 
that of the United States. 

He recited the gvarantees which were 
made to Pope Piux IX whén King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel and Garibaldi took pos- 
session of Rome in 1870, and particu- 
larly mentioned the assurance of un- 
hampered control of the religious insti- 
tutions in the city of Rome. The way 
the Italian Government has kept this 
promise, he said, has been to confiscate 
religious property by wholesale, and <9 
make it impossible for the Pope to see 
any person except those who go to se2 
him. 

The head of the Catholic Church, the 
Archbishop argued, cannot properly be 
the subject of any King. If he were, 
his policies would necessarily be those 
of one nation, and would not be of 
world-wide ‘adaptation. He ‘cited the 
state churches of England and Russia 
as examples of subjection of the church 
to the state. a-d asked whether the

U8 BILLBOARDS 
INSPECTED, ALL 
VIOLATE Tht LAW 


Estimated That There Are 1200) 3m 
in the City, Most of Which 
Will Have to Be Changed. 


The inspection of 508 billboards of the 
Thomas Cusack company and the S8t. 
Louis Billposting Co,, made in three 


days by Building Commissioner McKel- 
vey’s corps, has nét revealed one board 
which conforms strictly to the 1906 ordi- 
nance, suspended for eight years. 
- It is estimated that there are between 
1000 and 1200 billboards in the city, many 
ef which will have to be divided into 
three or more boards of 50 feet length, 
to conform with the law. McKelvey ad- 
dressed letters Monday to the compa- 
nies asking that they submit lists and 
descriptions of all boards for. compari- 
son with data gathered by his force. 
Lot Owner Jointly Responsible, 

In this letter McKelvey told the com- 
panies that they will get notice to re- 
move all boards which violate the law, 
and that unless violations are abated or 
the boards removed within three days, 
the city will proceed to remove them 
at the expense of the owner. A similar 
notice will be served on the owner of 
the lot occupied by each illegal bill- 
board, and the realty owner will be held 
liable for the expense, as well as the 
billboard company. 

In many cases illegal billboards can 
be made to conform by slight reduction 
of the size, elevation above the ground 
to leave a four-foot space, and by re- 
location on the lot to Keep it 15 feet 
from the sidewalk line and six feet 
from buildings. The most substantial 
changes that must be made will be the 
reduction of double deck, and in some 
cases triple deck boards. 

Under the law a board cannot stand 
thigher than l4 feet from the ground. 
with a four-foot space at bottom, leav- 
ing a 10-foot depth of billboard, with a 
maximum length of 50 feet. 

Civie League’s Statement, 
The Civic League issued a ‘statemeny 


representatives of the billboard compa- 
nies, and Jeptha D. Howe, their attor- 
ney, have made to members of the City 
Council that if the 190 billboard ordin- 
ance is enforced, it will drive these busi- 
ness establishments fronr the city. 

The argument that the companies wij) 
be forced to quit business is a fallacy, 
Roger Baldwin, Secretary of the Civic 
League points out.. He said that it ‘s 
not the desire of the organization to 
drive business from the city, but that 
their profits maybe largely decreased 
without forcing them to quit. The profits 
of the billboard companies in 1910 was 
$450,000, on an investment of $140,000, ac. 
cording to Baldwin's investigations, ang 
the same proportion holds good up to 
this time.

The following excerpt from an article entitled 
“The Endless Chain," by Lous. eis in the 
current | Harper's Weekly, ig pertinent to the 
Frisco case, where officers '- of the railroad as 
members of syndicates or as “individuals profited 
by contracts with and sales of branch lines to 
the railroad. Mr. Brandeis’ remarks about the 
inconsistency of the ons of men holding 
places of trust dealing With matters in which 
they are interested applies with force to the 
situation-in the Fristo Railroad. 

‘ Obviously, interlocking directorates, and all 
that term implies, must be effectually prohib- 
ited before the freedom of American business 
ean be regained. The prohibition will not be 
an tmnovation. Jt will merely give full legal 
sanction to the fundamental law of morals 
and of human mature: that “mo man can . 
serve two masters.” The surprising fact is 
that a principle of equity so firmly reoted 
should have been departed from at all in deal- 
ing with corporations. For no rule wf jaw has, 
in other connections, been more rigorously 
applied than that which prohibits a trustee 
from occupying inconsistent positions, from 
dealing with himself, or from using his fidu- 
ciary position for personal profit, And a 
director of a corporation is as obviously a 
trustee, as persons holding similar positions 
in an unincorporated assdéciation, or in a pri- 
vate trust estate, who are called specifically’ 
by that mame. The courts have recognized 
this fully. 

* * © * a - 

Protection to minority stockholders de- 
mands that corporations be prohibited abso- 
lutely from making contracts tn which a 
director has a private interest, and that all 
such contracts be declared not voidable mere- 
ly, but absolutely void. q 

In the case of railroads and sc haheieenvtaon 
corporations (fm contradistinction to private 
industrial companies), such prohibition is de- 
manded, also, in;the interests of the general 
public. For’ interlocking interests breed in- 
efficiency and disloyalty; and the public pays 
in higher rates or in poor service, a iarge 
part of the penalty for graft and inefficiency. 
Indeed, whether rates are adequate or excess- 
five cannot be determined until it is known 
whether the gross earnings of the corpora- 
tion are properly expended. For when a 
company’s important contracts are made 
through directors who are interested on both 
sides, the common presumption that money 
spent has been properly spent, does not pre- 
vail. And this is particularly trué in rafl- 
‘ reading, where the company so often lacks ef- 
fective competition in its own field. 

Bot the compelling reason for prohibiting 
,interlocking directorates is neither the pro- 
tection of stockholders, nor the protection of 
the public from incidents of inefficiency and 
graft. Conclusive evidence (if obtainable) 
that the practice of interlocking directorates 
benefited all stockholders and was the most 
efficient form of organization, would not re- 
move the objections. For even more import- 
ant than efficiency are industrial and political 
liberty; and these are imperiled by the Money 
l'rust. Interlocking directorates must be pro- 
hibited, because it is imposible to breax the 
Money Trust without putting an end te the 
practice in the larger eerpecations.

We copy the following from the Jefferson City 
Capital News: 

We have read the tirade of the Post-Dis- 
patch about the contract system in vogue in 
the penitentiary. Anything that: goes wrong 
in the managemént of the penitentiary, 
whether good or bad, is charged to the con- 
tract system. Why is it that these wise ones 
who enlighten the public through their ma- 
licious sheets do not come forwar@ with a 
solution of the convict labor problem? There 
are men in the big prison who could run a 
better and more truthful newspaper than 
some of these riot inciters. 

It begins to be generally agreed, by students 
of the modern science of penology, that hygienic

petty politi graft for politicians.
